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DEATH OF MR. F ARLEY 

Well-known Boston Merchant and Resident of 
Auburndale Passes Away Suddenly 

Mr. Arthur C. Farley, one of the 
beat known citizens of Auburndale, 
was found unconscious in his bed 
early Friday, morning and died with- 
out recovering consciousness. Mr. 

Farley was apparently in his usual 
, /health when he retired on Thursday 
evening and death was caused by 
apoplexy. 

Mr. Farley was born in Boston on 
March 13, 1851, the eldest son of the 
late Noah W. Farley and I’ermelia 
Hammond Thayer. Both his parents 
were New Hampshire people and 
through his father he was a descend- 
ant of George Farley, who settled In 
Boston in 1640. He was educated in 
Chauncey Hall School and the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and 
began his business life in 1870 as a 
clerk in the wholesale dry goods house 
of Farley, Amsden & Co., later Far- 
ley, Harvey & Co., of which firm he 
became a partner in 1880. 

Mr. Farley married in Boston in 
,1882 Miss Helen Judd, daughter of 
the late Colonel Charles Hastings 
Judd of Honolulu, Hawaii. He is sur- 
vived by Mrs. Farley and four chil- 
dren; Mrs. William T. Massey of Win- 
chester. Va.; Mrs. Stephen E. Wright 
of Auburndale; Lieutenant Charles 
Judd Farley, U. S. A., who arrived 
Saturday after three years’ service in 
France, and Mr. Arthur Francis Far- 
ley, formerly a lieutenant of artillery 
in the United States Army and now a 
student at Yale. Two brothers, Mr. 

William T. Farley of WestQn and Mr. 

Fred W. Farley of Waltham, and one 
sister, Mrs. Henry Whitmore of West 
' Newton, are also living. 
t Although for many years actively 
engaged in large business affairs, Mr. 

Farley found time for many activities 


for the good of the communities in 
which he worked and lived. Long a 
prominent member and director of the 
former Boston Merchants’ Association* 
he took an active part in the formation 
of the present Boston Chamber of 
Commerce and has served on many of 
its important committees. He had 
been a director of the Home Market 
Club and a member of other business 
organizations. In church matters, 
Mr. Farley had been identified with 
the Congregational denomination, 
first in Park Street Church, of which 
his father was treasurer for a score 
of years, and later with the Auburn- 
dale church, of which he had been for 
many years one of the leading and 
most useful members. His interest 
extended to the larger affairs of the 
denomination, having been a director 
of the American Congregational As- 
sociation and secretary of the Board 
of Ministerial Aid. The welfare of 
his home town concerned him deeply 
and ht had served as president of the 
Auburndale Improvement Association. 

He was a member of the Brae- Burn 
Country Club, the Boston City, Twen- 
tieth Century, Economic and Appala- 
chian Mountain clubs and of Joseph 
Warren Lodge of Masons. 

There was a large attendance of 
neighbors and friends at the funeral 
services which were held Sunday af- 
ternoon at his late residence on Cen- 
tral street, and the basket was al- 
most buried in flowers. Rev. Dr. Ed- 
ward P. Drew, pastor of the Auburn- 
dale church officiated, and a former 
pastor, Rev. Dr. William C. Gordon, 
delivered the eulogy. The pall bear- 
ers were the two sons and two sons- 
in-law, Lieut. Charles J. . Far-

Formal Opening ol Playground Work. lor the 
Summer Season 


PLYMOUTH THEATRE— Manager 
Carl Hunt of the Plymouth Theatre 
announces another treat for Boston 
theatre-goers partial to musical com- 
edy beginning tomorrow night when 
his youthful, enthusiastic and capable 
players will produce “Floradora.” with 
an augmented cast.

The active supervision of play on 
the Newton playgrounds began Tues- 
day and the supervisors were first ad- 
dressed by .Mayor Childs and Superin- 
tendent Ernst Hermann at City Hall 
before beginning their duties. 

Mayor Childs discussed the place 
that the subject of organized play has 
taken in the modern municipal gov- 
ernment. 

"The time has gone by," declared 
the .Mayor, "when the matter of su- 
pervised play and playgrounds was 
considered a fad. It has now taken 
one of the most important positions 
on the list of civic activities, it is, in 
my opinion, just as necessary, just as 
indispensable as the Police Depart- 
ment, or the Board of Assessors, or 
the fire Department or any other.” 

The Mayor outlined the possibilities 
that the playground supervision offers 
for the building up of a better citizen- 
ship. through a co-operation of the 
factors of intelligence, public spirit- 
edness, patriotism and honesty. Many 
of the young men will be peculiarly 
well fitted for th^ work before them 
on the playgrounds because of the 
fact that they have been but recently 
in the Government service, and this 
has given them a new angle of vision 
on the question of group activities. 

Mr. Hermann, in his talk to the 
newly-appointed directors, urged that 
every effort be made to maintain the 
high standard that the playgrounds of 
Newton have attained before the eyes 
of the educational authorities in the 
United States. "These grounds,” said 
Mr. Hermann, "are certainly among 
the most beautiful spots in the coun- 
try. We must keep them up to the 
highest plane of operation, and the 
success of the program depends en- 
tirely upon the supervisors of each 
particular ground." 

He then outlined the activities that 


will receive especial attention this 
summer, and introduced the special 
instructors.

OPEN LETTER TO THE PEOPLE 

FROM 

SIMON SWIG, VICE-PRESIDENT TREMONT TRUST CO. 

DEAR FRIENDS: 

It has been a merry old fight for justice. I have been threatened, insulted, and cajoled, 
but throughout it all I have insisted upon the right of the people to be paid interest on savings 
deposits monthly, and upon their right to withdraw THEIR savings practically without 
the loss of interest. 

Yes, it has been a merry fight. When I made my last report to you, the bill to repeal 
the law that was going to take millions from the people was referred to the Joint Commit- 
tee on Banks and Banking after it had been admitted by the House and the Senate Commit- 
tees on Rules. 

The Joint Committee on Banks and Banking held a public hearing. Under the leader- 
ship of Judge Louis Swig, those of us who believe in the rights of the people, riddled the 
arguments of the bankers and made clear that there was but one issue — the right of the 
people to be paid interest monthly on their savings deposits and the right to withdraw their 
deposits at any time with practically no loss of interest. The hankers were there strong, in- 
cluding representatives of trust companies, which advertise that they place savings deposits 
on interest monthly. They opposed the repeal of the law, for they do not want to pay inter- 
est monthly, and tried to camouflage the issue. At first the opponents were cocky and un- 
relenting, but in the end groggy and compromising. 

Ah, but it was some hearing, replete with thrilling, humorous and dramatic moments. 
When the rumblings and the heat of the arguments and oratory had passed, the cause of 
the people stood victorious, for the Committee on Banks and Banking, to its credit, by an 
unanimous report, recommended that savings departments in trust companies may pay 
interest monthly from income earned and collected. 

But the fight is not over. There is a long road yet to travel. The repeal bill may be 
ditched by a parliamentary monkey-wrench, or by a legislative joker. The only safe way 
is to have the referendum petitions ready. If the legislature passes the act, well and good; 
but if it does not pass it, the people should be all ready to repeal the law themselves. The 
referendum petitions are our reserve guns. They must be loaded with tl>e proper ammunition 
in the shape of 15,000 signatures. We need at once a few more thousand names, for the 
time for filing petitions with the Secretary of State is almost up. 

Let us go over the top. Sign and circulate the petitions, and send them at once to me 
at the Tremont Trust Co., 14 State St., Boston. There is no time to lose.

How the Cannon Roared During the 
Glorious Offensive of the Forest 
of Argonne. 

It was night In France and the groat 
Argonne offensive was on. 

The section chiefs grow hoarse 
shouting their commands, the gunner 
corporals manipulated their sights 
with speed ami accuracy and the gun 
crews eagerly put fort It superhuman 
effort In serving their pieces which 
were being loaded and fired ns quickly 
ar possible. The terrific detonations 
shook the forest which actually seemed 
like a live, throbbing, burning monster, 
who vomited fire and flame, and roared 
inhumanly with its terrible voice. 
Every man In the four gun crews was 
soon rendered temporarily deaf. Lit 
ii(» by the ghnstly flashes from the fire 
of their own guns, they looked like 
veritable devils, their faces gloaming 
with fiendish Joy ns they leaped Into 
the pit to shift the gun trnil or sprang 
to the wheels, nt which they tugged 
and pulled with might and main.

A lad fell limp and ex- 
hausted into the gun pit, hut was 
quickly pulled out of danger, where 
he lay quite still and was undisturbed 
by the terrible barrage. Another man 
quickly took his comrade’s place. 

The 
great iron orchestra played Its terrible 
symphony madly until ten o’clock In 
the morning, when the tired musicians 
began one -by one, to lay nslde their 
weary Instruments, for the score they 
bad been playing bad sent the Frltz- 
les scampering over the hills and far 
away.

Gen. Baron Fukushiina. although one 
of Jnpnn’s most notable military men, 
received but scant notice In the Amer- 
ican press on the occasion of his denth 
In Tokyo. He began life os a drum- 
mer boy, and In 1892-93 distinguished 
himself by a trip he made on horse- 
back from Berlin to Vladivostok, 
through Russia, Siberia, Mongolia and 
Mnnchurln, a distance of 9,000 miles. 
From 1887 up to the time he started 
on this famous trip he had been mili- 
tary attache In Berlin. General 
Fukushima was In command of the 
Japanese contingent In the war with 
China until the fall of Tientsin, and 
was general staff officer during the 
Boxer troubles. He was staff officer 
nt headquarters of the Manchurian 
army In the Russo-Japanese war in 
1904-05. At different times he repre- 
sented his country in China, India, 
Egypt, Turkey, Persia. Caucasia, 
Arabia, Turkestan, Burma, Siam and 
Annnm.

UNGEREDTOOLONG 

Great Men Who Outlived Their 
Hours of Fame. 


Henry Watterson Tells of Statesmen, 

Nationally Famous, Who Became 

Pitiable Spectacles Amid Scenes 
They Once Adorned. 

Between the Idiot nnd the mnn of 
sense, the lunatic nnd the man of 
genius, there are degrees — strenks— of 
Idiocy nnd lunacy. How many expect- 
ant politicians elected to congress have 
entered Washington all hope, eager to 
dare and do, and have come awny 
broken In health, fame and fortune, 
happy to get back home — sometimes 
unable to get away, to linger on In ob- 
scurity nnd poverty to u squalid and 
wretched old age. 

I have lived long enough to linve 
known ninny such: Senators who have 
filled the galleries when they rose to 
spenk ; house heroes living while they 
could on borrowed money, then hang- 
ing about the hotels begging for money 
to buy a drink. 

There was a famous statesman and 
orntor who came to this at last, of 
whom the typical nnd characteristic 
story was told thnt the holder of n 
claim ngnlnst the government, who 
dared not approach so great a man 
with so much as the Intimation of a 
bribe, undertook by argument to Inter- 
est 1dm In the merit of the ease. 

The great man listened nnd replied : 
“I linve noticed you scattering your 
means around here pretty freely, but 
you hnvent said ‘turkey’ to me.” 

Surprised, but glad nnd unabashed, 
the claimant said, "I was coming to 
that,” produced a thousand-dollar hank 
roll and entered into nn understanding 
what was to he done next day, when 
the hill was due on the calendar. 

The great man took the money, re- 
paired to a gambling house, had an ex- 
traordinary run of luck, won heavily, 
and playing all night, forgetting about 
his engagement, went to bed at day- 
light, not appearing in the house at 
nil.

Demonstration Home Garden 


Watterson’s Early Recollection. 

I was fond of going up to the cnpitol 
nnd of playing amateur page In the 
house, of which my father had been a 
member and where he had many 
friends, though I was never officially 
a page, writes Henry Watterson in the 
Saturday Evening Post. - 

There was a particular little old 
bald-headed gentleman who was good 
to me and would put his arm about me 
nnd stroll with me across the rotunda 
to the library of congress nnd get me 
books to read. I was not so young 
us not to know thnt he was an ex- 
president of the United Stntes, and 
to realize the meaning of It. He had 
been the oldest member of the house 
when my father was the yfmngest. He 
was John Quincy Adams. 

By chance I was on the floor of the 
house when he fell in his place, and 
followed the excited and tearful throng 
when they bore him Into the speaker’s 
room, kneeling by the side of the sofa 
with nn Improvised fan nnd crying as 
If my heart would break. 


The fanners and gardeners who are 
located within the European corn bor- 
er quarantine district have become 
alarmed over the news that their corn 
crop will he destroyed if found infest- 
ed with the European corn borer. Tho 
latest official ruling of the State De- 
partment of Agriculture, however, 
states that corn found infested with 
the European corn borer, will not be 
destroyed until fall when a grand 
clean-up of the Infested area will he 
made. The quarantine will be rigidly 
enforced and everything done to keep 
the borer within tho infested district. 
It is up to every one of us to help in 
the control of this dangerous pest 
which threatens the corn crop of the 
country. 

Don’t forget that it isn’t too late to 
plant another crop of shell or string 
beans, beets or carrots. Try some cos 
lettuce. Kohl-Rabi, or Chinese cab- 
bage if you have not grown any be- 
fore. They are all easy to raise and 
it’s ten to one you will never be with- 
out them again. Late cabbage and 
cauliflower plants may be set out, too. 
You will harvest them before fro9t 
if you keep them growing. 

Your cucumbers, squashes, and mel- 
ons need a thorough sprtiying of Bor- 
deaux and arsenate of lead every week 
to 10 days. Don’t neglect them. 

The plant lice or aphids have ruined 
many pea crops already. Inspect 
your potatoes and tomatoes every day 
or two for lice. In spraying for plant 
lice you have got to hit the culprit 
himself. Spraying the foliage won’t 
do. When spraying with “Black Leaf 
40’’ for plant lice use the mixture 
stronger than what the manufacturer 
recommends and be sure to use soap 
with the mixture. Use 1 1-2 tea- 

spoonfuls of "Black Leaf 40” and 1 
cubic inch of common laundry soap 
to one gallon of water. 

A good strong stream from the gar- 
den hose will prove a satisfactory 
means of control for the plant lice. 
It washes them from the plants and 
a great many are killed. 

Many gardeners have experienced 
a trouble of the tomato plant in which 
several of the leaves have a tendency 
to curl upward from each edge. This 
is a physiological condition of the 
plant which is still under investiga- 
tion at the agricultural experiment 
stations. The exact course as yet 
has not been ascertained. The plant 
does not seem to suffer any from this 
abnormal condition and generally out- 
grows it. 

Do the weeds in your garden make 
it an eyesore in the neighborhood? 
The vegetables might just as well be 
getting the plant food and moisture 
that the weeds are consuming. What- 
ever you do, don't let the weeds go to 
seed.’ Take a file and put a good 
sharp edge on the hoe. It will make 
the job ten times easier, and while 
you are doing the weeding you might 
just as well thin the different vege- 
tables to their proper distances. Let- 
ting root crops grow too thick is a 
common fault among many home 
gardeners. 

If you plan to let your tomato 
vines run over the ground spread lawn 
clippings or straw around the plants. 
This will help keep the fruit clean 
and also form a mulch which pre- 
vents evaporation of moisture from 
the soil. 

In the summer time the hoe and the 

ltivntors are the gardeners best 
friends.

It has become virtually universal, due 
to the universality of mortal wayward- 
ness because of the energy and in- 
genuity of American advertisers. Eng- 
land resisted perpetual motion of the 
jaws for a long time, then fell ; parts of 
Europe still hold out bravely, hut It is 
In the enstern hemisphere that chew- 
ing gum’s greatest and most surpris- 
ing ravages are to be found. The Chi- 
nese rickshaw coolie now lias his gum ; 
the Japanese geisha chews In rhythm 
with her dancing feet; nifll there are 
similar manifestations of the growing 
popularity of gum in Burma, Slam, In- 
dia, the Dutch East Indies, the Philip- 
pines nnd Australia. Happily this 
token of civilization is not worse, but 
Infinitely better, than the Orient's un- 
wholesome betel nut, which it is to 
some degree supplanting. — Bellman.

Restoring Mesopotamia. 

Under British occupation the fertile 
regions of Mesopotamia are being re- 
stored to productivity, for which this 
region was celebrated In Biblical days. 
Tills is disclosed in official dispatches 
received at Washington from Bagdad. 
Under Turkish rule in some places 
nothing was produced. 

The British authorities, to save a 
large part of the population from star- 
vation and to provide work, immedi- 
ately set about, ns soon ns the Turks 
were driven out. to construct canals 
for Irrigation nnd to encourage the 
population to plan for the next har- 
vest. An Arabian labor corps was or- 
ganized locally and three Indian labor 
corps were employed. 

As a result a new irrigation canal 
has been opened at Mnnsnrlch, sev- 
enty tulles northeast of Bagdad on the 
Dfala river, by which ."imi.uoo acres 
already are being Irrigated.

ALDERMEN MEET 


A special meeting of the aldermen 
was held Monday evening to assign a 
hearing on July 28 on taking land on 
Elliott street, for municipal purposes. 
The hearing on this matter had al- 
ready been set for September 8th, but 
as the city’s option expired sometime 
in August it was thought advisable to 
take the land before that time.

He be- 
gins in planting time to pick up and 
root out the sprouting grain, and in 
the autumn when it is ripe does ex- 
tensive damage. 

But the crow is also a nest robber, 
and he lives up to his reputation. He 
is the implacable enemy of birds from 
the size of the chipping sparrow to 
that of the night herron and blue 
duck. He eats the eggs and young of 
these birds, and thus makes it very 
difficult for the birds to raise their 
young. 

Hearing a great commotion among 
the robins the other day. a resident of 
Newton looked out of her window and 
saw an ugly crow fly from the park 
opposite her house to the bough of a 
tall pine tree with a young bird in his 
bill which he deposited on the bough 
and speedily began to devour. 

There are laws asking owners of 
cats to keep them in «ft night, and to 
feed them in order to protect the 
young birds* Cannot some way be 
found to exterminate the crow which 
is causing the song birds in Newton 
and vicinity to become alarmingly 
less each year?

On June 17, at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. F. H. G. Small, Los 
Angeles. Cal.. Jonas Butterfield passed 
away in the 86th year of his age. 

Mr. Butterfield was for many years 
a resident of Newton. He was a well 
known frequenter of the Newton Pub- 
lic Library, and perhaps no resident 
of the city made more systematic use 
of its books, periodicals and news- 
papers. 

Mr. Butterfield came to this country 
from England, the first time in 1S59 
at the time when sailing vessels were 
the usual means of crossing the At- 
lantic. He travelled in the middle 
and southern states where he saw 
much of the slave trade and which he 
deplored, for he never could bear to 
see oppression in any form. He re- 
turned to his native country just be- 
fore the opening of the civil war and 
married Martha Ward. Four sons 
and four daughters were born of the 
marriage. After the death of his wife 
he brought his children and settled 
in Newton in 1881. In the early years 
he became an American citizen. He 
made frequent visits to his native 
country and went several times to Cal- 
ifornia. 

Jonas Butterfield was exceeding 
fond of nature. He also had decidedly 
literary tastes and published poems of 
merit in the “Bradford Observer.” 
One of his poems, "A prayer for Ser- 
bia,” published in 1S76 finds its fulfil- 
ment in the outcome of this present 
war. 

Mr. Butterfield was most unselfish, 
kind and helpful. Two sous and four 
daughters survive him.

WHO PASTORATE IN OHIO 

Old Church Records Tell of the Work 

Of President Wilton’* Maternal 
Grandfather, 

The coming of Thomns Woodrow, 
maternal grandfather of President 
Wilson, to Ohio to preach, Is noted 
briefly In the records of the Chllll- 
cothe presbytery. At n meeting held 
at Bloomlngburg September 12, 1837, 
"Thomas Woodrow, a member of the 
Congregational Union of England," re- 
quested to be received. Ills case was 
referred to a committee. At the next 
meeting of the presbytery, held nt Itlp- 
ley In 1838, he wns accepted and Im- 
mediately received a call from the 
church at ChlUlcotho, which, being ac- 
cepted, he wns Installed the first Fri- 
day In November of that year. 

The next -entry of Interest In the 
history referring to Rev. Mr. Wood- 
row Is in the records of the presby- 
tery held In Red Oak In 1847, to the 
effect that because of feeble health he 
had resigned his pastorate with the 
church nt Chillleothe and the relation 
wns dissolved. He died nt his home 
near Columbus In April, 1877. 

It wns Ills grandfather's church and 
Ills old home In Carlisle, Eng., that 
President Wilson visited the first Sun- 
day he wns In England Inst December. 
He wns horn nt Paisley, Scotland, In 
1701, educated nt Glnsgow university, 
did missionary work In the OrkneJ\s, 
settled as the pastor of the Independ- 
ent church of Carlisle, came to Ameri- 
ca In 1835, locating first at Brockvllle, 
Can. It was from that place* that he 
went to Chillleothe. 


PRETTY TRIBUTE TO YANKS 


Welsh Girl Enthusiastic Over the 
Good Qualities of the Boys 
Fighting in France. 

Testimony to the qualities of some 
of the American troops In France Is 
given by a girl member of the wom- 
an’s auxiliary army corps In a letter 
to her home folk at Cardiff, Wales. 
She says: 

"We are stationed Inside an Ameri- 
can camp In a huge old French cav- 
alry barracks. We arc doing clerical 
work with hundreds and hundreds of 
Americans In the Central Records of- 
fice. We deal with the whole Ameri- 
can army records and, excepting the 
cooks, waitresses, etc., all we odd 400 
girls are really the ‘Waacs’ of the 
American expeditionary force. 

"We love the work, we love the 
camp and the boys look nfter us well. 
They are splendid fellows. We hnve 
comfortable rooms, a recreation room 
and hockey and are as happy as pos- 
sible. And now we are getting up a 
grand revue called ‘The Battle of 
Bourgas.’ I am to be a French girl. 
The chorus Is one of the best nnd the 
music truly American. I’m afraid 
your music over there when we come 
back won’t have enough ‘pep’ In It. 
Honestly, the boys can play. Even 
those who are doing scavenger work 
In the camp can play the violin and 
piano."

In his opinion, 
too, China has not been ffiirly treated 
by the allies. As Dr. FergUsOH has 
for many years been confidential .ad- 
visor to the government of China, his 
words on the Chinese question come 
with authority.

LOSES GALLONS OF WINE 

Drunken Men Create an Unusual Situation at 
Nonantum

A curious story was told Judge Han- 
non last Saturday morning in the 
local police court, when William F. 
Whalen and James F. Harrigan were 
arraigned for drunkenness. Another 
charge was also made at that time 
Lfor the loss of 42 gallons of wine, 
owned by Gaetano Santillo of Water- 

town street, No nantum. 

Harrigan informed the court that ho 
did not know whether he had taken 
the wine or not. He related how, on 
I the morning of the Fourth, he came 
[ home from his shop and regaled him- 
I self on the last half-pint of whiskey 
I that his stock contained. And he 
I then testified that he went down to a 
| 'friend’s shop, where he imbibed four 
I quarts of hard cider. Then, just to 
I finish up the little matter, he got hold 

I of another quart as a chaser. _ 

[ By that time he and his chum, Wha- 
| len had reached the vicinity of San- 
I tillo’s home. They were, as Mr. Har- 
I rigan explained it, “dizzy.” That was 
I the last thing that either remembers. 
I But Mr. Santillo, when he got up at 
I f>.30 a. m. on the morning of the 
I Fourth, and went down to his cellar, 
I found a situation that was enough to 
I make him rise in wrath and summon 
I the police. 

I . There, in that cellar, stood Mr. San- 
[ tillo’s huge tun of wine — but it was 
I nearly empty. The faucet had been 
I turned on and left running. It w r as 
I running when the astonished and in- 
1 dignant Italian entered the cellar. All 
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over the floor lay the 40 odd gallons 
of the precious vintage. 

Santillo dashed over to the barrel 
and turned off the stream of wine. 
And as he did so, he stumbled over 
a couple of forms lying in the red 
pools on the floor. It was Harrigan 
and his friend Whalen. They were 
asleep, dead to the world. He tried 
to arouse them. Nothing doing. He 
surveyed that scene of disaster, and 
then his anger rose anew and he 
called in a friend to watch the pair 
while he went for the police. 

Patrolmen Veduccio and Keiff came 
in response to Santillo’s excited 
alarm. They entered the cellar and 
tried to waken the two men. It was 
no use. So they lugged the pair out 
to the waiting patrol wagon and 
brought them to the station. 

“How much did the wine barrel 
have left when you found it?” asked 
the court. “Tree gallons, dirty wine,” 
said Santillo. “How much grapes did 
it take to make it and what did they 
cost?” inquired the court. 

Santillo gazed for a moment back 
into the golden age when you could 
buy grapes and wine and everything. 
“It take ’bout one ton grapes.” said 
he, “an’ cost me ’bout 75 dollar barrel. 

But now ” and he shrugged his 

shoulders helplessly. 

The judge ordered the two men 
fined $10 each for drunkenness, and 
directed that they make restitution 
within a certain time for the damage 
caused. 

ANNOUNCEMENT 


The big steamship George Washing- 
ton lay in the harbor of Brest from 
May 18th until June 28th awaiting the 
decision of President Wilson to return 
to the United States. It is estimated 
that to keep the ship in the harbor cost 
$10,000 a day. During the period of its 
delay it could have made two trips to 
’the United States, bringing home 6,000 
men on each trip. The delay of that 
number of men in France cost the gov- 
ernment, it is estimated $36,000 a day, 
or about a million and a half dollars 
for the number of days that many men 
will have to remain longer in France 
because of the detention of the vessel 
for the convenience of President Wil- 
son and his party. It is stated by Ken- 
neth Adams, Chicago Tribune corre- 
spondent that the soldiers in the camps 
about Brest have not been at all back- 
ward about complaining. Some seven- 
ty thousand of them have been watch- 
ing the George Washington riding idly 
in the roads while thuy were held in 
tjamp with an ocean between them and 
home. One lieutenant colonel, a prom- 
inent Democrat, is said by Mr. Adams 
to have declared that he kpew four 
hundred officers, heretofore Democrats, 
who are so ‘‘sore” about the variety of 
democracy exemplified in such neglect 
of the comfort and convenience of the 
soldiers in order to minister to the 
king of a comparatively few r officials 
for luxury, that they do not expect to 
affiliate with their old party when they 
come home. — The National Republican.

Two Young Wen Fall Into Charles River 
While Canoeing 

Two young men, who refused to dis- 
close their identity, owe their lives to 
the swift action of officer William G. 
Kiniry of the Riverside Metropolitan 
Police, who hastened to their aid when 
a canoe which they were paddling 
near the police headquarters on the 
CharleB River, upset early Saturday, 
evening, precipitating both men into 
the water. 

The accident occurred about 6.30. 
The throngs that had been on the 
river during the afternoon had gone 
ashore for lunch and the result was 
that when one of the youths missed a 
stroke and upset the canoe there was 
no one near at hand to aid. Police- 
man Kiniry was patrolling the river 
a considerable distance away and hur- 
ried to the scene in his boat, but be- 
fore he arrived one of the canoeists 
had sunk for the third time. The oth- 
er was clinging to the overturned 
canoe. 

Tha policeman took the latter 
aboard the police boat, and then seized 
a long gaff and began to search for the 
other man. In a couple of minutes 
he had located his man in about 12 
feet of water. He brought the victim 
to the surface and pulled him aboard 
the boat. There were no signs of life 
in the rescued man. 

Patrolman Kiniry took the uncon- 
scious man and his companion ashore 
where he rolled the former on a barrel 
and relieved him of several quarts of 
water. With the application of 
aromatic spirits the unconscious man 
began to show signs of life, and he 
finally recovered. Both men were cared 
for at the police station until they 
were able to go home. 

The young men declared that they 
were both excellent swimmers. They 
concealed their identity for fear of 
parental wrath, as they had gone 
canoeing without permission. The one 
who nearly lost his life affirmed that 
the shock of the cold river water par- 
alyzed him so that he was unable to 
swim. He had been under the water 
nearly four minutes before he was 
rescued.

CLEANING HINTS. 

Before cleaning a room with paint- 
ed walls. If possible choose a dump or 
rainy day. Then place 
a large pan of water on 
the stove to boll, close 
the room and let the 
steam fill the room, then 
proceed to clean the 
walls; the steam will 
have softened and loos- 
ened the dust on the walls 
so that It cleans much eusier than 
without this treatment. 

Mirrors are quickly cleaned by using 
a cloth dampened in alcohol. The pol- 
ish is easily put on, but care should 
be taken not to rub a varnished frame 
with an alcoho' ~ 1r >th. 

When dean. hardwood floors & 
mop or cloth dipped in oil is much 
better to use than one dampened with 
water. All spots may he washed If 
necessary and the oil rubbed out of it; 
this brings back the polish. 

Old pieces of outing flannel make 
fine cleaning cloths; it Is soft and eas- 
ily wrung dry. 

A cheap floor wax may he made by 
melting a pound of beeswax and mix- 
ing It with three pints of turpentine. 
Melt the wax cut In small pieces over 
hot water. 

Melted paraffin wax mixed with tur- 
pentine makes a fine mixture for dust 
cloths; dip the cloth Into the mixture, 
wring out, and It Is ready to use for 
severul months. 

A little paraffin used on tho kitchen 
range keeps It looking much better than 
any other treatment. This Is a good 
dressing to give stoves left during a 
season (unused), as It prevents rust. 

Clean paint brushes by soaking them 
in vinegar (hot), then wash In soap 
suds und they may be put away soft 
and clean. 

Muriatic acid will dissolve the lime 
in the teakettle, and the deposit of 
Iron in the sink nnd the toilet ; use It 
on u swab In the porcelaln-llned ves- 
sels, und he sure not to leave It too 
long or It will dissolve the enaiAel It- 
self. If used in the teakettle, great 
care should he used to boll It out with 
fresh wuter before using uguln, us the 
acid Is poisonous. 

Before working In tho gurden fill tho 
nulls with soup, then there will bo less 
uiunleurlng to be done ufter the work 
Is over.

Demonstration Home Garden 


—Now that the hot dry weather is 
with us there are certain garden prac- 
tices that should be followed if one is 
to obtain the maximum production 
from his garden. 

A thorough cultivation of the whole 
garden at least once a week — better 
twice a week if you have time — is per- 
haps the best solution of the problem. 
One need not cultivate deeply, but just 
enough to keep an inch or two of the 
surface soil loosened up. Such a prac- 
tice conserves the soil moisture to a 
marked degree and is the best method 
known to prevent weed growth. 

Don’t think you have got to water 
your garden every night in order to 
produce results. Keeping the surface 
soil loosened up In good shape does 
more good than a ten minute sprink- 
ling with the hose. If your garden 
needs water, soak it. thoroughly until 
the soil becomes muddy, then stir up a 
good mulch as soon as it dries out 
enough. 

The most destructive pests we have 
to look out for at this period are the 
potato hugs, squash bugs and cucum- 


ber beetles. Spray the potatoes every . 

two weeks with* a Bordeaux-Lead 
spray. Remember to use the manufac- 
tured fungicides and Insecticides three 
times as strong as the manufacturer 
recommends. 

Spray the cucumber and squash vines 
every week or ten days. The Bor- 
deaux-Lead spray is about as good a 
spray for these pests as you can get. 
If squash hugs are very troublesome 
get rid of them by trapping. Place a 
piece of shingle on the ground near the 
root. The squash hugs will hide be- 
neath it at pight and can be collected 
In the morning. Moth balls are also a 
good repellant for squash bugs. Place 
one or two In each hill. 

It isn’t too late yet to put in another 
planting of shell or string beans, let- 
tuce, Kohl-Rabi, turnip, cauliflower or 
late cabbage plants. 

Watch out for plant lice now. It is 
during the hot weather that they in- 
crease so rapidly. It is a good plan to 
Inspect your potato and tomato vines 4 
every day if possible. And then when 
you do find them don’t wait until they 
cover the vines.

GIFT TO STATE 


Dr. and Mrs. John JVCbfcetet* of New- 
tonville on Wednesday, presented to 
Governor Coolldge for the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, a roof stone 
from the Sulgrave Manor, England, 
the ancestral home of General George 
Washington. With the roof stone are 
two photographs of Sulgrave Manor. 

Dr. Coxeter told the Governor the 
friendly interest the people of Eng- 
land have In the ancestral home of. 
the first President of the United 
States, as Indicated by the popular 
subscription of about $300.00b with 
which Sulgrave Manor was purchased 
to be maintained “as a place of pil- 
grimage for Americans in England as 
a fruitful symbol of the kinship of the 
two peoples.’’ The manor was pur- 
chased In 1914. when the 100th year of 
peace between Great Britain and the 
United States was celebrated. 

Gov. Coolidge thanked Dr. and Mrs. 
Coxeter for the gift to the state. The 
letter accompanying the stone and the 
photographs follows: 

“To His Excellency, Gov. Coolidge: 

Sir: I have in my possession a thin 
stone from the roof of the ancestral 
home of George Washington, Sulgrave 
Manor, Northamptonshire, England, 
which I myself procured from the 
premises in 1913. The stone is of 
fossilliferous origin, and plainly shows 
that it was formed by nature of sea 
shells and sand. It is my desire to 
present it to the commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, that It may be kept in 
the state library or some other suitable 
place In the State House, or in a mu- 
seum created by the commonwealth 
for such relics. 

“Your disposition relative *o the 
subject matter as set forth in the fore- 
going will be greatly appreciated. 

DR. JOHN J. COXETER.” 

Dr. Coxeter has had three of these 
roof stones, and has presented one to 
the Masonic temple at Boston. 

It is interesting to note that Law- 
rence and Amee Washington, the 
great, great grandparents of George 
Washington are buried in Sulgrave 
Church, the death of the woman being 
recorded in 1564. 

Dr. Coxeter came into possession of 
these roof stones when he visited Sul- 
grave Manor with a friend, who was 
somewhat acquainted with the care- 
taker. The stones were lying among 
some nettles and were taken with the 
full permission of the caretaker.

Idea of What Constitutes 
Real Bravery. 

An English observer cnlls attention 
to the fnct that our world war has 
destroyed the fear of being afraid. 
Heretofore, evejn to most distant an- 
tiquity, the one quality Insisted on In 
the soldier was that he should be 
fearless and the more callously so the 
better. The faintest tremor of timid- 
ity was a blnek mark against the most 
respondent knight ns well ns the low- 
liest bowman or hnlbnrdler, and the 
schooling for war was an utter defi- 
ance of the personal risk. 

This theory held, ns many will re- 
member, even till the period of the 
Boer war, when the British suffered 
so severely in officers because It was 
held cowardly for a commander to 
seek cover. Men. then ns now, felt 
fenr, for that is one of flesh’s attri- 
butes and, Indeed. Is one of the most 
valuable of humnn possessions, since 
fenr Is our protection from dangers 
and harms Innumerable. We fear wild 
beasts to avoid them, snakes and 
spiders to increase our attention, 
storms and tempests that we may pre- 
pare means of escape from them. 

So It was only In battle that chiv- 
alry insisted that nmn should be with- 
out fenr, or pretend to be. 

With the coming of new warfare, 
however, nil lands at once came to n 
more sane understanding and the old 
physical bravery has given place to 
morn) resolution. The man who now 
enters the hell of shell fire, of hurled 
flames and deadly gases, no longer 
attempts to fool himself Into the be- 
lief that he Is not nfVnld. He knows 
full well and only a stupid nature 
could avoid the knowledge that the 
humnn is at the mercy of forces a 
million times beyond his own ability 
to counter. The old knight might 
really believe he was able to unhorse 
all the enemies that rode ngninst him 
and therefore might conceivably be 
without fenr, but how can a soldier 
feel that way when facing modern 
weapons of destruction? 

Therefore, it is no longer a dis- 
grace to feel fear or to admit it; the 
only disgrace is to allow fenr to pre- 
vent one doing his duty. How much 
finer fiber is needed for this new de- 
fiance !

Need for More Consuls. 

The chairman of the shipping bonrd 
hns called the attention of congress 
and the people to the need of enlarg- 
ing our consular service abroad, in 
view of the fnct that our great mer- 
chant marine will be released for use 
in foreign trade. 

Mr. Hurley tells us, observes the In- 
dependent (New York), that the Uni- 
ted States will have 25.000.(XK) tons of 
merchant shipping by the end of 1920, 
and that ns fast as these ships can be 
freed from military work they will en- 
ter commerce. The present consulates 
would he entirely Inadequate to handle 
this enlarged business. There are not 
enough of them, their staffs are too 
small and they are handicapped by in- 
experience with duties that will be de- 
manded and by antiquated regulations. 
Even now the burden of work, espe- 
cially In the way of inquiries to he an- 
swered. is overtaxing the undermanned 
and underpaid force. Mr. Hurley 
therefore pleads that immediate steps 
be taken to remedy the situation. 

“We need more consuls and larger 
consular staffs,’’ he tells us. “If we do 
not provide them today and prepare 
for the great growth in our merchant 
marine and trade nfter the war, I fear 
that we shall suffer a serious break- 
down.”

A SAD CASK 


A story of neglect, indifference 
brutality, and pocket patriotism such 
as has seldom come to the attention 
of the authorities was brought out in 
the Newton Court yesterday morning 
before Judge Bacon, when Joseph 
Kligman, aged 24, a chauffeur resid- 
ing at 456 Watertown street, Newton, 
was found guilty of neglect of his 
wife. I>ena, and ordered by the court 
to change his ways of life, and sup- 
port his wife and seven-month-old 
child. 

Kligman. according to testimony 
by his wife and other witnesses, mar- 
ried at the time of the draft bill. He 
declared thpt be, wanted to escape the 
unpleasant business of fighting for 
his country, when there was a chance 
to make money. His wife said that he 
told her afterward that he considered 
the matter "entirely one of business ." 

Mrs. Kligman. who is remarkably 
pretty, and a girl of apparent refine- 
ment, declared that she did every- 
thing in her power to help him avoid 
being drafted. She went to the boards, 
both local and district, in Lawrence 
and pestered all authorities con- 
cerned. She fought her case for her 
husband inch by inch to the court of 
highest appeal, and carried her young 
child about with her to prove that 
she needed his assistance in support- 
ing the family, all in the belief that he 
loved her. 

While the war was in progress 
there was never a bit of trouble. The 
little woman had won her case and 
Kligman remained home. Then came 
the signing of the armistice. Imme- 
diately. she testified, the husband 
changed his attitude. 

He said that he no longer needed 
me,’* she told Judge Bacon, in re- 
sponse to a question. 

’He nagged at me every day. He 
beat me one day while we were in a 
car bound for the station. Then the 
other day he tried to get my diamond 
engagement ring, but I had the baby 
in my arms and he began to cry, so 
the father couldn’t get the ring. 
Then, a few days later, he demanded 
the ring again. I refused to give it 
to him. He knocked me down on the 
floor and nearly broke my finger try- 
ing to get the ring, and finally he did 
get it.’’ 

Mrs. Kligman’s mother’s brother 
testified that Kligman told him he 
had taken the ring so as to have some 
money if his wife should bring him 
into court. He testified also that Klig- 
man had said he did not want the 
wife and child now that the danger 
of draft was over. It would cost him 
money to support them. 

Finally his cruelty became such 
that his wife went home with the 
baby to her mother, and he sent her 
$2.50 a week for the support of both 
herself and the little boy. Judge 
Bacon directed that Kligman be de- 
clared guilty of neglect, and ordered 
to pay his wife $S a week for her 
support. Kligman immediately ap- 
pealed. He was then ordered to fur- 
nish surety for his appearance before 
the Superior Court in its next sitting 
in September to the amount of $300.

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SENSATIONAL ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE 

Man Jumps from Echo Bridge into Charles River 
Without Serious Injury 


, A sensational attempt at suicide | 
was made late last Friday afternoon, 
when Tony Gouozuf, living on High- 
land avenue, Needham side of Newton 
Upper Falls, jumped from the top of 
Echo bridge in that village into the 
Charles river below. 

By almost a miracle he escaped be- 
ing dashed to pieces, missing the 
rocks by a few inches. He was res- 
cued from drowning through the 
quick action of patrolman James A. 
Mills of the Newton police force. 

Gouozuf was seen to enter the path 
leading to the bridge about 4 o’clock. 
After loitering about the middle of the 
structure a few minutes, he suddenly 
climbed the side wall and hurled his 
hat up into the air. Then he leaped 
into the air, out over the deep, rock- 
lined gorge below, where the river 
foams and twists over bowlders and 
ledges. 

A shout from a witness attracted 
the attention of patrolman Mills, who 
was walking a few hundred feet away, 
and as soon as he saw what had hap- 
pened he descended into the gully to 
save the unfortunate victim. Gouozuf 
was lying, semi-conscious, in the cen- 
ter of the slender stream that the 
river makes at this point. He had 
missed a jagged boulder by a few 
inches. 

The water was about six feet deep, 
and the force of the fall had been 
broken before Gouozuf reached the 
bottom. The policeman leaped down 
the steep bank, which is 15 feet above 
the water at this point and plunged 
into the current. He seized Gouozuf 
and attempted to drag him toward 
safety. 

Suddenly the victim revived and be- 
gan a terrific struggle. The police- 
man was in danger of sinking himself, 
but after a great effort forced 
Gouozuf against the bowlder which 
had so nearly put an end to the 
desperate man’s worries. There 
Mills held him fast with one hand and 
clutched the rock with the other, 
shouting for help. 

A woman in a passing automobile

heard the cries and came to the edge 
of the gorge. When she saw what 
was happening, she hastened to a 
nearby house and called the" Newton 
Police Headquarters, and inside of 
seven minutes the ambulance with 
several officers were on the scene. 
They made a human ladder and pulled 
the victims out of their dangerous 
position. 

Gouozuf lost his wife last November 
and has five small children, the eldest 
but seven years of age. It is said 
that he was much worried over the 
care of the children and the increas- 
ing cost of living. 

He is n moulder in the Saco-Lowell 
shops and it is said that he was 
afraid to go to work every day for 
fear something would happen to the 
children. He did not work on Friday 
and brooding over his situation evi- 
dently unhanged his mind. 

A remarkable feature of • the case 
is the fact that in his jump of 125 
feet into the river, he received no in- 
juries, whatever, not even a scratch. 

He was taken to the Newton Hos- 
pital in the police ambulance. 

— Gouo&uf who is also known at the 
Saco-Lowell mill at Goucher, is now 
at the Psychopathic Hospital in 
Brookline.

COMEDIANS OP OLD GREECE 


Statues Found In Tombs Show That 
Funmakers Were Much Like 
Those Applauded Today. 

The finding of some statues In an 
ancient •Grodk tomb Is an opportunity 
for comparing the comedians of old 
times with those of today. The stat- 
ues are believed to date back to the 
fourth century B. C. They are quite 
small — In fact, few of them measure 
more than six Inches In height — but 
owing to the careful modeling they 
are still quite lifelike In spite of 
their extreme age. These little fig- 
ures represent the funny men of that 
time, and It Is curious to note the re- 
semblance to the oddities of Charlie 
Chaplin. 

One associates flowing robes and 
stately walk with the Greek actors, 
but these players are shown wear- 
ing short trousers and with an ob- 
vious Caricature of a stately gait. 
Nothing was sacred from these come- 
dians; even the greatest men of the 
day were subjects for their wit, which 
they carried to extremes. A good ex- 
ample of this is a statue of one of the 
funny men ns Hercules, who was uni- 
versally admired and venerated In an- 
cient Greece. He Is shown wearing 
his leopard skin- lightly over one 
shoulder, with his finger In his 
mouth, looking coquettishly round 
him. 

The costumes of these little figures 
must have been brilliant ; there are 
still faint traces of pink and yellow 
on the terra-cotta of which the statues 
were made. 


FOOD SUPPLIES IN COMMON 


No Efkimo Allowed to Go Hungry 
While His More Fortunate Broth- 
ers Have Plenty. 

The arctic explorer, Dr. Donald B. 
MacMillan, who returned recently 
after four years spent In the nrctlc 
regions, has many interesting things 
to say about the domestic and social 
customs of the Eskimo. 

All property Is owned In common, 
ho tells us. When you enter a vil- 
lage you are not Invited to come In. 
It is your right to enter and, if you 
are hungry, to help yourself to some- 
thing to eat. If you happen to visit 
a house where a poor hunter lives, he 
says, “Nurket-turnnge (Nothing to 
ent).” He does not go hungry, how- 
ever, because his neighbors have some, 
and he lives on his neighbors. Every- 
thing Is divided up that way. If all 
the villagers are good hunters, their 
supplies last a long time, hut if some 
are poor hunters, the clever fellow 
must share with them. 

An Eskimo does not ent three meals 
n day and sleep at regular Intervals. 
He eots when he Is hungry, and sleeps 
when he Is sleepy, and he puts It off 
ns long ns he can, so that he will en- 
joy it nl! the more. He will go around 
for six hours talking about how hungry 
he is, and then he will set to work 
and ent all he can. It Is the same 
v ay with sleeping. lie will go with- 
out sleep for 48 hours, and when he 
cannot keep his eyes open any longer 
he turns in for a 24-hour snooze. — 
youth’s Companion. 


London's Sea Gull Visitors. 

London’s winter visitors, the sea 
gulls, have arrived particularly early 
this year. Never since the hard win- 
ter of 1895 first impelled them high 
up the river, and into hitherto un- 
known regions of parks and private 
gardens, have the birds omitted to 
make their yearly call to tin* Serpen- 
tine and Kensington gardens’ round 
pond. On the river, of course, the 
gulls, single or in flights, have been 
regular habitues for many years, per- 
haps centuries. Feeding the gulls 
from the bridges lu a favorite occu- 
pation for many u Londoner, or rath- 
er it used to be, for now the feeding 
of birds Is forbidden, on the ground 
of waste, by the dt tense of the realm 
regulations. The gulls will have to 
shift for themselves this winter, and 
Londoners’ reputation for hospitality 
will suffer accordingly In the bird 
world? — Christian Science Monitor.

A WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington. July 12. — Although It 
might seem that all members of Con- 
gress would unite in an earnest ef- 
fort to bring nbout economy In gov- 
ernment expenditures, tho singular 
spectacle which has been presented 
for some days at the Capitol is. that 
of opposition and antagonism from 
minority members to the efforts of 
the majority to make savings. 

Representative Kitchin of North 
Carolina, former leader of the House 
Democrats, in a speech derided the 
efforts of the Republicans to cut ap- 
propriation bills and estimates and 
sought to show that little was really 
being saved. 

At Wrong Time 

Loud applause broke from the Dem- 
ocratic side when Mr. Kitchin insist- 
ed thore had not been any appre- 
ciable reduction in appropriations. 
Evidently, the Democratic member- 
ship did not appreciate just in what 
light this placed them before the 
country on the issue of economy. 

Because Mr. Kitchin challenged a 
statement of Leader Mondell concern- 
ing the large savings effected by this 
Congress, Mr. Mondell took occasion 
to reply and to point out that as a 
matter of fact if Congress had granted 
all the demands of the administration 
it would have added over $2,000,000,- 
000 to the appropriation bills as they 
passed the House. 

“The gentleman from North Caro- 
lina,” said Mr. Mondell, “has pro- 
pounded the extraordinary proposition 
that it does not make a particle of 
difference how much we appropriate; 
that in any event only a certain sum 
will be expended. I have heard a 
good many criticisms of Congress at 
one time and another, but I never 
heard anything so severe as that from 
any quarter. If that he true, let us 
disband all of the appropriating com- 
mittees and put on the statute books 
laws carrying all the estimates as 
presented by the administration. If 
we were to have done that, we would 
have added not $1,500,000,000 to the 
amount carried by the hills we have 
passed this session but over $2,000,- 
000,000 more than they carried as 
they passed the House. 

Not Correctly Quoted 

“The gentleman from North Caro- 
lina has stated that the gentleman 
from California (Mr. Kahn) said the 
reductions in the Army bill were 
made possible by the rapid demob- 
ilization of the troops. The gentle- 
man from North Carolina did not ac- 
curately quote the gentleman from 
California. What he said in his re- 
port on the Army bill was that de- 
mobilization was progressing some- 
what faster than the War Department 
anticipated when it made its estimates 
last January for an Army of 509,000 
enlisted men and 28,000 officers. If 
it were true, as the gentleman from 
North Carolina contends, that the re- 
ductions that we have made, were 
made possible by the action of the de- 
partments of administration, how does 
it happen that the administration 
agents at this very hour are knock- 
at the doors of the Senate, insisting 
that all these sums which have been 
looped off the various hills shall be 
restored? 

Lobby Hard at Work 

“Not only that, but the Shipping 
Board and the Navy and every de- 
partment of the Government is at this 
hour haunting the corridors of the 
Senate with their agents, lobbying 
with Senators in an effort to get them 
to restore every dollar not only of 
the former appropriations hut of the 
estimates, and in some cases even to 
increase the appropriations above the 
estimates presented to the House. 

"If we had followed the recommen- 
dations and demands of the adminis- 
tration as presented in official esti- 
mates and urged before the commit- 
tees, we would have carried in these 
bills more than two billions more 
than they carried when they passed 
the House. 

“Ah. the gentleman from North 
Carolina, my good friend and good 
fellow, a trifle careless in his state- 
ments of fact sometimes, I am sure 
does not want to have the country 
understand that he believes it makes 
no difference how much we appro- 
priate. We on this side feel our re- 
sponsibility to the people and we 
propose to cut these bills as low as 
is consistent with good public serv- 
ice.”

Demonstration Home Garden 


A garden is like a farm in that 
there is always work of some kind to 
be done on it. If it isn’t weeding or 
cultivating there is always some crop 
or other that needs attention. About 
this time of the season there are sev- 
eral “tricks of the trade” so to speak, 
that can be put to use in many gar- 
dens. 

When picking New Zealand spinach 
nip off the 3hoots at the end of the 
stems also all side shoots that have 
become large enough. By practicing 
this method of harvesting, other 
young shoots are allowed to grow and 
a constant supply of the greens may 
be picked later. Thin out the plants 
to a foot apart in the row. 

Swiss chard should be thinned to 
six inches between the plants. Break 
off the outside stems when harvesting. 
Other shoots will grow from the cen- 
ter of the plant to take the place of 
those that have been picked. 

If you are training your tomatoes 
to a stake see to it that the suckers 
are kept thinned out. You will have 


to go over the vines at least once a 
week. Do not allow more than two 
stems to bear fruit. 

As cos lettuce and endive reach 
maturity, tie the outside leaves to- 
gether overhead. This practice will 
bleach out the inner leaves and make 
them tender. 

The writer has observed throughout 
the county many gardeners who still 
persist in the injurious practice of 
hilling their potatoes up very high, 
almost to a picked ridge. The rain 
can run off of such hills in fine shape 
and the sun has ample time to dry 
them out. A low wide oval-shaped 
hill is better. But best of all plant 
your potatoes quite deep and practice 
level cultivation. Then the rain will 
do the most good and the sun the least 
harm to your potato crop. 

As your squash vines begin to run, 
cover one or two joints of each run- 
ner with earth so that they will take 
root. Then if the squash vine borer 
gets into the plant and destroys some 
of it, you still have several root sys- 
tems from which the vine can obtain 
its plant food. Squash vines infested 
with the vine borer seldom die when 
this practice is followed.

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DIES AT DEPOT 

Dr. John F. Dowsley, long n loading 
dental practitioner In Boston and a 
foremost figure in his profession, died 
suddenly yesterday morning near the 
railroad station in Newton Centre, 
from a henrt attack. He had hurried 
from his home at 205 Homer street, 
to catch his usual train for Boston, 
and apparently succumbed to over- 
exertion. He was at his dental offices 
in lower Huntington avenue ou Wed- 
nesday. Last November he underwent 
an operation, from which he appar- 
ently had fully recovered. 

He was born sixty-five years ago at 
St. John’s. N. F., and came at the age 
of fourteen with his parents to the 
United States. He gained his knowl- 
edge of dentistry at the Baltimore 
College of Dental Surgery, from 
which he was graduated and since 
then he had practised dentistry in 
Boston for the past thirty-five years, 
and in his work, in and out of his 
profession, had become widely known. 
When the Massachusetts Board of 
Dental Examiners was formed, in 
1887. Dr. Dowsley was made its presi- 
dent and he served in that capacity 
twenty-seven years consecutively, re- 
signing his office about five years ago. 

Dr. Dowsley had been a trustee of 
the Forsythe Dental Infirmary, and 
he had been president of the Massa- 
chusetts State Dental Society, and 
also served as president of the Na- 
tional Association of Dental Examin- 
ers. He was a member of the Boston 
Athletic Association, and belonged to 
the Boston Art Club. 

Dr. Dowsley had lived in Newton 
Centre only for the past three months, 
removing from his former home in 
Roxbury. He had been married twice 
and had outlived both of his wives. 
There are two daughters and a son: 
Mrs. L. J. Killion (Katherine Sidney 
Dowsley), Miss Margaret Dowsley 
and John F. Dowsley. Jr.

REAL PATRIOTISM 


The following portion of n recent 
speech delivered by Mr. Will H. Hays, 
chairman of the Republican National 
Committee, at Tulsa, Okla., is well 
worth consideration, — 

*’1 plead for a patriotism in 
pence as well ns in war. I insist that 
we as Americans have not merely that 
patriotism of good citizenship, at the 
burns in the souls of men only when 
their country is in danger, but the 
patriotism of good citizenship at the 
fireside, the plow, the mart, in low 
places and in high places, in season 
and out of season; let us have the pa- 
triotism which moves men to make 
their country's welfare their own busi- 
ness and in prosaic times of peace 
interest themselves continually in the 
practical politics of their community. 
Good government is possible in no 
other way. 

It is passing strange indeed that 
men have to be urged to exercise the 
first privilege of a sovereign citizen- 
ship — the right to help govern them- 
selves. Yet such is the fact, and it is 
because of that fact that most govern- 
mental evils develop. Government 
functions through individuals. These 
individuals are elected by the process- 
es of practical politics, a sequence 
which can not be avoided. We can 
have better government only if we in- 
terest ourselves in politics, in the se- 
lection of those to whom this govern- 
ment is entrusted, in having thought; 
and voice in its operation, and in mak- 
ing our country’s affairs our own 
business. If a political party does not 
stand for those things which will bear 
the severest scrutiny, it is not entitled 
to succeed and it will not endure. 
There should be in this country two 
political parties and both must be 
strong and virile. It is the greatest 
safeguard to our institutions. Let the 
two great political parties then make 
it their business to see which can de- 
velop the best plans for doing the 
greatest good for the greatest num- 
ber. Let them measure their acts 
solely by how they can contribute 
most to the sum total of the country’s 
good, and let the individual member- 
ship in these parties give that atten- 
tion to the party’s affairs which is 
due that instrument through which 
and only through which all Individ- 
uals can apply their patriotism in ac- 
tual participation in governmental af- 
fairs. Let the contest between politi- 
cal parties always be — and in these 
important days ahead let us make 
certain that the contest be — who best 
can serve, who most can give. 

There is no zone of twilight in poli- 
tics or public affairs; right is right, 
and wrong is wrong, and the same 
strict standard of morals, equity and 
justice must obtain as in any private 
business or professional matter. 
There has never been a time when 
men should, and the day is past when 
men will, tolerate a lax administra- 
tion of the public’s business. The day 
is passing when men wiil tolerate 
anywhere in this country any practice 
in politics that they would not com- 
mend in the strictest business and 
professional affairs. When we get 
our politics entirely on this basis, 
when we live our patriotism daily, we 
will do a citizen’s full duty, and not 
until then. I repeat I have no use 
for the individual who is either "too 
busy” # or “too good’’ to help. He has 
no just complaint to make, whatever 
happens. He is riding on another's 
ticket. I have an abiding faith that 
there will be an awakened sense of 
civic duty as one of the by-products 
of this war. Hundreds of thousands 
of men and women who had no in- 
clination, and thought they had not 
time to take the slightest interest in 
their government, have arisen in the 
most splendid spirit and unselfishly 
carried the burden of the war work. 
If some small part of the same inter- 
est in their country can be maintained 
some small part of the time they have 
been giving is still given by them in 
thought and action to the business of 
their country, it will bring to the sit- 
uation an impetus for untold good. 
Most earnestly I urge that this great 
new value, this tremendous national 
asset, which has lately been developed 
shall not be lost. I urge that this 
army of men and women who have 
been the splendid war-workers in 
every corner of the country, now 
realize that they have a duty in peace 
as well as in war. that their country 
needs their continuing interest, and 
this continuing interest they owe to 
their country’s welfare. 

I repeat and shall continually de- 
clare that what, we need in this coun- 
try is not “less politics," but more 
attention to politics. Politics is the 
science of government, and what we 
need is more attention to the science 
of government. We have fought in 
France to make certain everywhere 
that men should have the right to 
govern themselves, and here in this 
country, where we have that privilege. 

I insist that we exercise it. Let us 
demonstrate the fact it is better to 
be an American than to be a Prussian 
by exercising the privilege of our citi- 
zenship, the priceless heritage for 
which we drenched the plains of Eu- 
rope with our blood. 

Let us have the patriotism of Abra- 
ham Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt 
— not a patriotism which moves us 
only when an enemy is at our gates, 
but a patriotism which moves us 
every day to realize what we owe to 
the country in which we, live, which 
moves us to discharge that debt by 
aiding in every way we can to make 
and keep conditions right In this 
country.” 


Here is a story, recently current 
at the capital, which sheds interest- 
ing light upon the universal query 
as to where the Government’s money 
has gone during the last few years: 

A manufacturer of airplane parts 
was asked to submit a bid for 2,000 
airplane accessories which were need- 
ed by the War Department. These 
articles ordinarily cost ubout $16 
each, and the manufacturer thought 
a bid of $17 each for the number re- 
quired by the Government would bo 
about right, in view of the fact that 
they were difficult to get in large 
quantities. 

So he instructed his stenographer 
to submit u bid at thut figure. 

But the stenographer, being of 
war-time quulity, made an error, and 
instead of quoting a price of $17 ouch, 
mude the figure $117 each. 

And the bid wus accepted. 


WAGE INCREASES BY FORCE 


(Contributed) 


This is the situation that faces us 
today. The Boston Elevated strike is 
an illustration. There is no Statuto 
which prevents men from organizing 
themselves into Unions. There is no 
statute which compels the incorpora- 
tion or licensing of Unions, beenuse 
they are not under city, state or gov- 
ernment control. In other words, they 
are at liberty to do pretty much ns 
they please and put the public to nny 
inconvenience or loss tlint they see fit. 
This is what some call Liberty, liberty 
to do ns one pleases, without lawful 
control or decency. So long as they 
commit no crime the law touches them 
not. 

But, — and here is another phnse of 
this question — In the case of the Ele- 
vated, these men have the right to 
strike, to leave their cars, and say they 
will not run them. 

But they mean also that if their de- 
mands for higher wages are not de- 
cided to. no others shall run them. 
This means that if any attempt is made 
to do so, it will be thwarted by what? 
Violence. In other words, they will 
prevent and by Force gUier men from 
securing their places. This brings 
them to the point where they can be 
classed with Anarchists, disturbers of 
law and order and such a kind of force 
as this should he met by Force. It is 
a case of Force against Force — and 
our government, (if we have any 
worthy of the name), should be able 
to meet these forces and put them 
down, otherwise we are at the mercy 
of a gang of hoodlums and must be 
run by them at whatever cost. We be- 
lieve that there is a considerable per- 
centage of the Elevated employees who 
are not in favor of this strike and 
voted against it, but were outnum- 
bered. These men have brains and 
intelligence but were compelled to go 
out with the others, and against their 
will. They were driven out by Force. 
They are decent, law-abiding citizens; 
many of them would gladly meet the 
company half way and help them out 
in the emergney, hut they do not dare. 
Many have no use for Unions and 
would gladly get out when they go be- 
yond reasonable limits. 

The Elevated Union is now nothing 
more than a mob, who seek to gain 
their own selfish ends at the expense 
of the many. 

These men who have taken this par- 
ticular time to enforce their unreason- 
able demands should be dismissed 
from the service, and their places 
filled by others who have some sense 
of decency and their obligations to the 
public. 

And there are plenty of such who 
would be glad to fill their places if 
sufficient protection was afforded 
them. The time is at hand for a de- 
cided stand to be taken in this matter. 
It is not liberty when a man is denied 
work when he wants it, because a 
Union says no. If our law makers 
cannot abolish Unions, they can at 
least put them under some sort of re- 
straint and make it a crimnal offense 
to intimidate a man who wants work 
ml cannot get it because of them. 
The Elevated men are well paid and 
well used and the excessive demands 
which they have made, if granted, 
would put them in a class far beyond 
the most of them in ability and earn- 
ing power. The ability to handle an 
electric car, at either end, does not re- 
quire a college graduate, or one who 
has spent years and money in requir- 
ing a knowledge of languages, scienc- 
es or the mechanical arts. 

Most of them have had only a com- 
mon school education. It does require 
however a clean personality, good 
judgment and courtesy, and these are 
the exception rather than the rule in 
the street car srvice of today. A man 
can work on a street car and still be 
a gentleman. It is an honorable em- 
ployment for an honorable man, who 
can realize the needs of the public 
and who aims to serve them faith- 
fully and well. 

Railway companies are dependent 
upon their help for their success or 
failure and loyalty to employers 
should be and is the foundation upon 
which every railway man should build 
his own future. We cannot hope for 
any better street car service than we 
now have until every disloyal em- 
ployee is weeded out and a company is 
at liberty to do so, unhampered by any 
Union rules. It is up to our lawmak- 
ers to regulate this matter.

The Buffalo Express appeals for a 
new war vocabulary. It cites six 
phrases In common use and declares 
that they have been used so much that 
they mean nothing. It demands that 
writers cudgel their brains to find new 
phrases to take their places. 

Here are the six phrases that have 
occasioned this attack: 

“Ilun,” “drive.” “over the top,” “do- 
ing your bit,” “carrying on” nnd 
“strafe.” 

Though possibly nil of these words 
— nnd to them should have been added 
“Boche” nnd “camouflage” at least — 
are being overworked, there Is much 
to be said In their behalf, and most of 
them doubtless will stick till, In the 
natural and unpremeditated course of 
word manufacture, new ones develop 
to take their place, the Duluth Herald 
observes. 

And the main thing to be said for 
them Is that they are very useful, be- 
cause every one of them expresses 
poignantly an Important thought. The 
purpose of language Is to convey 
thought. Language that conveys a 
thought most effectively to the most 
people, especially at a time when 
clearness and definiteness of thought 
nre so important as now, Is the best 
language to use. 

“Hun” Isn’t likely to go out of use 
so long ns Americans remember Bel- 
gium and northern France and the 
bombing of cities and the destruction 
of churches by long-distance guns and 
the work of the submarine. Not to 
speak of the rare availability of the 
word for the uses of head writers, who 
have helped to make It common, the 
connotations of the word fit so ac- 
curately the common opinion of the 
character of the Germans as devel- 
oped In this war that there Is small 
chance of its retirement. 

“Over the top” has been worked 
hard In the same connection, used aft- 
er a quota has been filled ; and in that 
sense weariness of It has led to Its 
gradual disuse. Moreover, there Is like- 
ly to be less trench warfare and more 
war In the open henceforth, nnd ns 
“over the top” means n leap of the at- 
tacking force out of its trench this Is 
the phrase most likely to he dropped. 
Yet Its significance In stouthearted 
valor nnd daring among those who 
have gone “over the top” Is so deep 
that it will never be forgotten by them 
or by us. 

“Doing your bit” It Is well enough 
to retire, not because it has been over- 
worked, hut because It hns been mis- 
understood. In Britain, where It start- 
ed, It means “doing your share.” It 
doesn’t mean doing “a little bit.” It 
means doing all you can. But our 
sense of the word having that large 
difference, It Isn’t a good phrase for 
us to use, and we should retire It on 
a pensiou nnd substitute “do your ut- 
most.” 

“Carry on,” another British phrase. 
Is splendidly and nobly Anglo-Saxon 
and should not be sacrificed for any 
consideration. When the British at 
Mons and after were overpowered and 
overwhelmed nnd outnumbered and all 
but crushed by the enemy’s superior- 
ity In strength nnd equipment they 
simply “cnrrled on” nnd so made the 
reversal at the Marne possible. What- 
ever betides, however black the hour 
mny grow, however hopeless the out- 
look may seem, it Is the Anglo-Saxon 
habit to “carry on” and the courage 
and persistence it stands for have 
plucked victory out of many a defeat 
“Carry on” will have won this war; so 
let us, who share the same spirit with 
our British cousins, never forget the 
word nnd the spirit it stands for. 

“Strafe," being German, we could 
spare readily enough, ns well ns the 
spirit of venom and hate that it sig- 
nifies. 

Words don’t win or lose wnrs. Let 
us launch our “drive" “over the top,” 
each man “doing his bit,” and let us 
“carry on” until we “strafe” the “Ilun" 
forevermore.

THE S100 BONUS 

Slate Treasurer Burrill Announces lUelnod of 
Procedure In Making Application by 
Veterans oi Late War 


The following information has been 
prepared by the State Treasurer. 
Charles L. Burrill, for those interested 
in the recent action of the Legisla- 
ture in granting a $100 bonus to men 
who served in the late war. 


For the information of certain resi- 
dents of Massachusetts who served in 
the army and navy of the United 
States during the war with Germany 
and who may be entitled to the pay- 
ment of a gratuity of one hundred dol- 
lars under chapter 283, General Acts 
of 1919, the following facts are set 
forth relative to the method of proce- 
dure and necessary blanks to be com- 
pleted in order to obtain the benefits 
of said act. 

Discharged Men 

If the applicant is a discharged 
man, application blank Form No. 39 
must be duly completed and forward- 
ed to the treasury department, to- 
gether with the discharge or relieved 
from active duty paper. If. however, 
the discharge or relieved from active 
duty paper has been examined by the 
treasury department for the payment 
of ten dollars per month under chap- 
ter 211, General Acts of 1917, it will 
not be necessary to forward same a 
second time. 

Men in Active Service 

If the applicant is in the service at 
the time of application, application 
blank Form No. 39 must be duly com- 
pleted and forwarded to the treasury 
department, together with Certificate 
of Good Standing (Form No. 42), duly 
completed and signed by a commis- 
sioned officer above the rank of lieu- 
tenant in the military service and 
above the rank of ensign in the naval 
service. 

Dependents or Heirs-at-Law of 
Deceased Men 

If the applicant is a dependent or 
heir-at-law of a deceased person, ap- 
lication blank Form No. 41 and de- 
pendent blank Form No. 43 must be 
duly completed and forwarded to the 
treasury department, together with 
any papers or information that the 
dependent may have relating to date, 
place and cause of death of the de- 
ceased person. The question of deter- 
mining the disposition of money due 
in the case of the decease of any per- 
son who would, if aliye, be entitled 
to the benefits of section 2, chapter 
283, General Acts of 1919, are matters 
of fact which must be determined in 
the particular cases as they arise. 


Consequently, in addition to complet- 
ing the blanks set forth above, the in- 
terested parties may he called upon 
to report in person for examination 
or to furnish such evidence and data 
as the treasurer and receiver-general 
may require for the purpose of estab- 
lishing the dependents or heirs-at- 
law. 

Pertinent Facts 

Blanks will be furnished upon appli- 
cation. 

Errors or omissions in blanks will 
cause delay in payments. 

All communications should be ad- 
dressed to the Treasurer and Receiv- 
er-General, No. 227 State House, Bos- 
ton, Mass. 

Payments will be made by check 
and will be mailed. No checks will 
be delivered at office. 

All discharge or relieved from act- 
ive duty papers forwarded for exami- 
nation will be returned by registered 
mail. 

Conditions subsquent to the date of 
this circular may make it necessary 
for the treasury department to pro- 
mulgate additional regulations or to 
change the regulations now in force. 

The penalty for making a false 
statement is a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars, or by imprison- 
ment for not more than three years, 
or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

The Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts has again shown its appreciation 
in providing a suitable recognition for 
the patriotism of certain residents of 
Massachusetts who served in the army 
and navy of the United States during 
the German war. The expenditure of 
so large a sum of money has placed 
a great responsibility upon the treas- 
ury department and calls for an end- 
less amount of detail in the records 
and jiccounting, and much care must 
be exercised that all applicants come 
within the provisions of the gratuity 
act, both as to residence and service. 
All applicants are assured, however, 
that every effort possible will be made 
to expedite payments so far as con- 
sistent with the safeguarding of the 
public funds.

DROWNED IN CHARLES RIVER 

Young Man Loses His Life and a Young Woman 
Has Narrow Escape at Auburndale 


A young man was drowned and the 
young lady who accompanied him had 
a narrow* escape las*. Monday evening 
in the Charles Rivei at Auburndale. 

The lad was Charles F. Diamond of 
Bristol, R. I., a student at Dartmouth 
College and who wis visiting in Dor- 
chester. while the name of the young 
lady was not given out by the police. 

The accident occurred at a part of 
the river where there happened to be 
but few canoes at the time. The wind 
which sprang up suddenly turned the 
canoe around, and young Diamond, in 
making a vigorous stroke of the paddle 
to regain control, overbalanced and 
precipitated bith himself and his girl 
friend into the water. 

The girl, who ha 1 gone down for 
the third time, was rescued by Joseph 
Desmond of 51 Wildwood avenue. 
West Newton* son of Sergt. Edward 
Desmond of the Newton police. Des- 
mond was aided by H. F. Paige of 407 
Massachusetts a/enue. 

Diamond was an expert swimmer, 
and made a gallant attempt to save 
the young lady’s life, seizing her as 
soon as the upset occurred and hold- 
ing her up above the surface until his 
strength gave out and his feet got 
tangled in the eel grass. 

Just before ha let go. to sink for 
the last time. Desmond came up 
around the bend and saw* the situation. 
A number of swift strokes brought 
his canoe alongside the unfortunate 
pair, but both had sunk. 

Young Diamond lay tangled up in 


the grass on the river bottom, under 
about seven feet of water. The girl 
was submerged entirely save for her 
hands, which were near the surface. 

Desmond grasped her by these and 
hauled her above the surface and at- 
tempted to get her into his canoe. The 
frail craft was very nearly upset in 
the attempt adn he had to desist until 
another cancist, Paige, came to his 
aid. By this time there was no chance 
left for the young man, who had been 
under the water nearly five minutes. 

Sergt. W. H. Chaisson of the Metro- 
politan Park Police, accompanied by 
patrolman William Kiniry. were sum- 
moned, and immediately set to work 
over the girl. She was resuscitated 
and taken to the Park Police Station, 
where she was treated until she had 
recovered, then sent to her home. 

Meanwhile the police were dragging 
the river for the body of her compan- 
ion and at 6.30 it was recovered and 
brought to the station.

LITTLE INTEREST MANIFESTED 

At Hearing at State House on Proposed Increase 
of Street Railway Fares to*I0 Cents by 
M. & B. St. Rwy. Co. 


But little public interest was mani- 
fested in the hearing last Tuesday be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
at the State House on the proposal of 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way Co. to increase its fares to ten 
cents on most of its lines. Outside of 
the counsel for the different cities and 
towns there were less than twenty 
people in attendance. 

Mr. Pitt F. Drew, president of the 
Company opened the case by inform- 
ing the commission that the deficit of 
the Company for the year 1918 was 
$12,213 in operating expense, while 
the first five months of 1919, the deficit 
was over $21,000. The month of June 
1919 showed a loss of over $10,000 
from the figures for June 1918. The 
Company had not paid its current bills 
for the past three months and owed 
the Edison Co. for current alone about 
$25,000. 

The contract with the labor union 
expired on July 1st and there had been 
several conferences since that time, 
with a practical agreement on operat- 
ing items, and an agreement to ar- 


year of the seven cent fare in order to 
give it a fair trial. 

There were various questions from 
counsel and others bringing out the 
fact that the revenue had dropped off 
over $3,000 in 1919 over 1918, and that 
the Company had carried 922,175 less 
passengers in 1918 over 1917.

I MYSTERY OF LIFE 


Who Knows Where It Comes 
From or What It Is? 


Marked Difference Between Mankind 

and the Wild Things, in Their View 
of Death — Lower Animals Lit- 
tle Impresred. 

Some folks tnlk about "the mystery 
of life,” and it Is as good a way as any 
to speak of It. For, truth is. nobody 
seems to know anything about life. 
Yet everything pays more attention to 
living than to any thing else. Prac- 
tically every motive In the world, 
among the wild things, is to live. 

Not even man, with all his knowl- 
edge, knows where life comes from, or 
what It Is, George F. Burba writes In 
the Columbus Dispatch. 

It Is Just the opposite of death, he 
will tell you; one either lives or dies. 
If he Is living, the body Is In a certain 
condition. The blood flows through 
the veins. The heart heats. The body 
Is warm. One Is conscious of that 
which goes on about him. The very 
opposite Is true when a thing Is dead, 
whether the thing Is a man or a dog 
or a bird or a fish. But the why of It 
all — nobody understands that. 

The wild things strive with all their 
might to escape death, but they pay 
little attention to the dead things about 
them. It doesn’t seem to make any 
Impression upon an animal to run up- 
on another animal that is dead, out in 
the woods. They fear death, but they 
do not respect the dend, nor show any 
emotion in the presence of death. 
Tlu*y do not know what It Is — that is, 
they do not know that the dead crea- 
ture they encounter in the woods Is 
dend and done for. If It Is something 
they want to devour, they devour It; 
if It Is not, they pass on without pay- 
ing much attention to It. 

Death Is more of a mystery to man. 
Thnt is, It Impresses him to a great- 
er extent. He thinks more of it. He 
tries no harder to live than do the wild 
things, but there Is something in con- 
nection with the presence of a dead 
creature that Impresses a human be- 
ing. This Is especially true If one en- 
counters death out In the fields or 
woods. Tramping through a forest, and 
coming suddenly upon a dead animal, 
one pauses in contemplation of the 
mystery before him. Yesterday a 
splendid stag, let us say, roaming the 
woods In triumph; strong and swift 
and beautiful ; conscious of his strength 
and fleetness; living — breathing, see- 
ing, feeling. Today — there lie lies. 
Ills coat roughened by the winds or 
rain, his eyes sightless, his limbs with- 
out motion — unconscious he lies there 
like a log rotting in the elements. Can 
this be the stag of yesterday? Is the 
thing called life all he needs today to 
arouse him from the slumber — to 
smooth his splendid cont, to bring the 
gleam of light into the eye, to give 
speed to the limbs? Then, whence the* 
thing called life? Or, from whence did 
it come in the beginning? 

Thus do we meditate and marvel 
at the mystery of life and death when 
we are in the presence of death — espe- 
cially if we encounter it In the great 
shadows of the forest — out where there 
Is nothing to Interrupt us, out where 
reigns thnt which gives life and which 
recalls it! 


Few Reminders of Raids. 

Studious lovers of London will not 
fail to notice how swiftly, true to her 
marvelous gift of eternal youth, she is 
obliterating every trace of the air raid 
period ns if it had never been. Some 
of the scars made by enemy bombs 
still remain, ns in the wholesale mar- 
ket In Covent Garden, but they might 
pass ns unnoticed ns the effects of re- 
cent fires which nre always to be 
found in the great city. Notices of the 
air raid shelters are, however, already 
hard to find ; an odd one may be dis- 
covered on a lump post in Tottenham 
Court road, or at Gresham college, 
which lmd not found leisure to tear 
down the shabby poster about its use 
ns nn air raid shelter; while in 
Southampton row the New Zealand 
record office has not yet demolished its 
sandbag revetment. Speaking general- 
ly. however, all signs of the reign of 
terror by night have "vanished like 
tlie baseless fabric of a dream, leaving 
not a wrack behind." — London Gfobe. 


Paper Underclothing. 

An excellent and durable quality of 
undorclotiiing lias been made of a flne- 
| grained paper by Japanese umnufuc- 
i Hirers. After the paper has been cut 
to a pattern the different parts are 
sewn together and hemmed, and the 
places where the buttonholes ure to 
he formed are strengthened with calico 
or linen. The paper is very strong and 
at the same time very flexible. After 
u garment lias been worn a few hours 
it will Interfere with the perspiration 
of the body no more than do garments 
made of cotton fabric. The paper Is 
not sized, nor is it Impermeable. After 
becoming wet the paper Is difficult to 
tear. When an endeavor is made to 
tear It by hand it presents almost ns 
much resistance us the thin skin used 
for making gloves. 


Use for War Materials. 

The British ministry of reconstruc- 
tion, according to the Dally Mall, Is 
embarking upon a scheme of rurul de- 
velopment by the construction of u 
large number of light railways to con- 
nect the country districts with the 
main railways. The cost will be shared 
by county authorities and the govern- 
ment. The lines will he leased to op- 
erating companies under ndequute 
guarantees. Enormous quantities of 
material used by the British urrny In 
France will be utilized. 


Demonstration Home Garden 


The demonstration home garden lo- 
cated at the corner of Waban and 
Hovey streets has now been equipped 
with a bulletin board upon which 
there will he posted from week to 
week notices regarding the manage- 
ment of the garden itself together with 
notices In regard to summer garden 
management. A spray calendar will 
also be posted ’which should be of in- 
terest to many gardeners in this vi- 
cinity ns it tells of the most practical 
sprays to use and method of applying 
same. 

One notable feature in the garden 
is the fact that the crops have done 
so well on land that has not been cul- 
tivated up until last year and which 
could be called a light poor soil. This 
spring when the garden was planted 
only lime and commercial fertilizer 
was used to improve the seed bed as 
stable dressing could not he obtained. 
The results already attained in the 
garden bear out the fact that thorough 
fertilization is quite essential to a 
good crop. 

It will be noticed that beans make 
up a large portion of the crop. The 
beans are now growing very well in- 
deed and it goes to show that this veg- 
etable will grow quite luxuriantly on 
poor land. Already several bushels 
of beans have been harvested and 
sold. 

The beet crop ahs been nursed along 
to some extent owing to the fact that 
a poor stand was obtained due to the 
dry weather when the crop was 
planted. However, the empty spaces 
were filled in with transplanted 
plants and the beet crop as a whole 
is doing well. Quite a few beets have 
already been sold. 

The tomato crop has done excep- 
tionally well. The tomato plants were 
planted two feet apart in the row and 
have been trained to a stake and 
pruned to two stems each. When the 
tomatoes were set out the roots and 
also S to 10 inches of the tomato stems 
themselves were set into the ground. 
Only a few leaves of the plant were 
allowed to stick up out of the soil. 
Because of this method of planting a 
large root system has been developed 
and strong husky plants have been 
the result. 

Last week the squash vine borer 
was found In several of the squash 
plants in the garden. The wilted ap- 
pearance of the plant itself indicated 
that something was troubling the 
roots of the stem and upon investiga- 
tion it was found that the squash vine 
borer had infested several of the 
plants. This pest is a small white 
worm with a black head which bores 
into the stem of the plant causing it 
to wilt and die. There are two meth- 
ods of controlling the squash vine 
borer. One is to slit the stem of the 
plant, locate the borer and destroy it. 
The other method is to cover one or 
two joints of the main runner of the 
plant with soil so that a secondary 
root system will develop. Then if the 
plant is attacked by the borer, it still 
has a chance to obtain enough plant 
food from the soil to make a good 
growth.

On Recent Migration of the Penn 
Division From Souilly Area to 
Chaumont District. 


Greek women in an age that is past 
accompanied the ten thousand in 
their campaign across Persia, accord- 
ing to Zenophon’s report, ard the A.

EDITORIAL 


With public sentiment almost unan- 
imous that the recent strike on the 
Boston Elevated system was absolute- 
ly unnecessary, unwise and distinctly 
against the interests of the public, 
there have been few, if any, sugges- 
tions looking to a prevention of a sim- 
ilar occurrence in the future. This 
means that it is possible for the same 
interests which brought about the last 
strike, to bring about another similar 
interruption in service at any time in 
the future when the whim pleases 
them. 

There should be something done to 
prevent strikes on the part of the em- 
ployees in all public service functions, 
such as street railways, railroads, tel- 
ephone, telegraph and similar services 
which touch all of the people. To al- 
low this to go by default is a serious 
reflection upon our ability to govern 
ourselves, and. when we consider the 
serious loss in money, convenience 
and even lives when such a strike 
takes place, we would be guilty of 
criminal negligence if we failed to do 
something in the line of prevention. 

It is evident, that with the present 
irresponsibility of the labor organi- 
zations, it is impossible to make any 
arrangements or agreements with 
them, which would prove more than 
a “scrap of paper.” and other and 
more effective means must be found. 

We have heard one suggestion which 
would be most effective, if practical, 
and that is that if every store keeper 
or tradesman would refuse to sell any 
of their products to the men out on 
such a strike, it would bring home to 
them in no uncertain fashion that 
they were looked upon as pariahs in 
the community, and make them think 
twice before voting to inaugurate a 
strike. A man who is a bad neighbor 
soon finds himself despised and ne- 
glected and any man who makes it in- 
convenient or dangerous for others to 
go about their daily tasks, is surely 
in the same class as a bad neighbor, 
and should be treated as such. 

Another suggestion we hear, is that 
every man who goes out on a strike 
whereby the public is inconvenienced 
should lose his right to vote at state 
and city elections for at least five 
years, and that the leaders and offi- 
cers of any labor organization which 
votes to inaugurate such a strike 
should spend one year in jail for every 
day the strike continues. 

Probably these suggestions, which 
are not original, are wholly out of the 
question, but they indicate that the 
question is being considered and we 
earnestly hope that something will 
come out of it which will forever pre- 
vent any future interruption of public 
service work.

“During the period in w’hicli we 
raised the rates from 5 to 7 cents." he 
said. "We noted a certain falling off in 
traffic. Now we have reached the 
stage w’here we are carrying only 
those patrons w’ho might be termed the 
necessary riders. They must ride and 
should be willing to pay the cost. 

"We would like to put into effect a 
5-cent zone system, but cannot see 
how this can be done. If anyone can 
show us how we can successfully op- 
erate under such a fare, we will be 
only too glad to try it out.”

Interesting figures covering its first 
six months’ operations, up to June 15 
last, are included In a report that has 
Just been issued for the New England 
division of the American Committee 
for Devastated France by Frederick s. 
Whitwell of tlie national committee. 
.Mrs. Robert \Y. Love, chairman of the 
New England division, and Mrs. James 
G. Mum ford, executive chairman. Ac- 
cording to this report the total cash 
received has been $112,122.12, Includ- 
ing 11.700 partial payments, and of this 
amount there has been expended for 
rent, salaries, publicity and mainten- 
ance of the workroom. $4,115.61. Of 
the $108,006.51 balance, $6,900 has been 
sent to France for designated objects, 
and the balance has been cabled to 
France undesignated. Besides this 
the workroom has furnished S563 new 
garments and 251 used garments. 

The American committee continues 
to emphasize the imperative need in 
the devastated area, and letters from 
Miss Anne Morgan, who is in charge 
of the work of distribution in France, 
and Miss Catherine E. Russell, who 
went from this city (Boston) to work 
for the American committee in France, 
depict the urgent needs of the com 
mittee in its work of rehabilation and 
the almost hopeless conditions that 
confront them at every turn. A para- 
graph from a letter written by Miss 
Russell gives some idea of the situ- 
ation. 

"We have taken on five extra vil- 
lages lying between our district and 
another, and this is prolonging the 
work of distributing clothing. We 
have taken shoes to all the villages, 
having carefully gathered information 
as to sizes when we made our first 
visits. Two of us drove into a vil- 
lage the other (lay with a car full of 
shoes, and In a moment people came 
running from all sides. We gave them 
out by families in bundles tied togeth- 
er, and in an instant all of Royan- 
court was in stocking feet, sitting on 
stones by the roadside trying on new 
shoes — the first they have seen in four 
years. When we tried to start off. 
there was only one man in the village 
strong enough to crank the refractory 
Bluebird for us.” 

In concluding its report, the com- 
mittee declares that in northern 
France, there are many men, women, 
and children still living in black 
caves, without proper food, without 
medical care, without the ordinary ne- 
cessities of life. and. worse than all. 
without hope. "We cannot give them 
back their sons and daughters,” the 
report concludes, "but we can make 
life supportable for these old people, 
and through the reconstruction and 
education of their children assure the 
future of France.” 

The Newton workroom is trying to 
do its part to help in this work, and as 
conditions in Serbia, Poland, and cer- 
tain parts of Italy are as bad and in 
some cases even worse, there is great 
need of assistance and will be for 
some time to come.

SUMMER DRINKS. 

There is possibly no more cooling, 
refreshing drink to a thirsty throat 
than one made of 
lemon juice. As 
lemons are so com- 
mon they may be 
procured anywhere 
the yenr round. A 
nice lemonade al- 
ways rendy is the 
following: Add to 
a cupful of strained 
honey two cupfuls of water nnd a 
third of a cupful of lemon juice, boll 
together 12 minutes, cool and place 
In a bottle or jar nnd keep in the Ice 
chest. A few tnblespoonfuls of the 
sirup In a pitcher of water makes a 
most delicious drink, which may be 
garnished with a hit of fresh lemon 
or a sprig of mint. 

For those who like ginger the old- 
fashioned ginger water is most satis- 
fying. Add honey to sweeten, mix 
well vlth n. tnblespoonful of ginger 
nnd a pint of chilled water. This hns 
been a harvest drink for the field 
workers for years. In the old days the 
sweetening was molasses nnd it gave 
the drink n piquant flavor. 

Canton Punch. — For ginger lovers 
this is a great favorite: Chop half a 
pound of Canton ginger, add n cupful 
of honey nnd four cupfuls of cold wa- 
ter. Cover and let stand 30 minutes. 
Bring gradually to the boiling point 
and let boil 15 minutes. Add one-half 
cupful of orange juice, the same of 
lemon juice; cool, strain nnd add 
crushed Ice. 

Raspberry Shrub. — This delicious 
fruit sirup should be prepared during 
the fruit season. Take three pints of 
raspberries, put into an earthen jar 
with two cupfuls of cider vinegar; 
cover nnd let stand 24 hours, then 
strnin through n double thickness of 
cheesecloth. Pour this strnlned liquor 
over three pints of fresh berries and 
let stand again 24 hours; strain again, 
add to each cupful of juice n cupful of 
sugar, lient slowly and boll 20 minutes. 
Bottle and seal. 

Chocolate Milk Shake. — Melt four 
squares of unsweetened chocolate, add 
two cupfuls of honey, a pinch of snlt 
and 1*4 cupfuls of boiling water, boil 
five minutes. Cool and keep in a jar. 
A few tnblespoonfuls of the sirup, one 
egg beaten nnd a cupful of milk ; add 
Ice and shnke.

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Washington. July 31. — The surpris- 
ing policy of the War Department of 
withholding from public consumption 
millions of pounds of canned vege- 
tables has called forth some bitter 
comment from members of Congress 
and others who have followed the in- 
vestigation of the Committee on Ex- 
penditures in the War Department. 

"I am sure everyone can remember 
the Democratic slogan in the last 
Presidential campaign to the effect 
that that party would cut down the 
high cost of living,” said Representa- 
tive William A. Rodenberg, of Illinois, 
today, ” and now we discover that the 
Democratic Administration has been 
hoarding millions of pounds of canned 
vegetables, thereby increasing rather 
than decreasing the cost of living. I 
believe this amounts to a genuine 
scandal, and the war expenditures 
committee is performing a real serv- 
ice by getting at the bottom of the 
matter.”

C., who will be glad to render any 
necessary assistance in the handling 
of applications. 

In addition these men are entitled 
to the “Victory Button” which will be 
secured for them upon application.

Mr. Robertson said that the losses 
included a large amount of wearing 
apparel and Mrs. Robertson’s bou- 
doir accessories and in addition "a 
largo amount of very choice wine and 
liquor.” The visitors opened several 
cases and apparently sampled most 
of the beverages before making their 
selection, which Mr. Robertson de- 
clares was apparently the selection of 
experts in the matter of wines, and 
which, of course, is irroplacable now. 

Mr. Robertson, whose office is at 92 
State street, Boston, is the president, 
treasurer, and manager of the East- 
ern Oil and Rendering Company, and 
with his family was at their summer 
home in Portsmouth, N. H., when the 
robbery occurred. He has lived in 
West Newton but a short time, having 
been formerly a resident of Brookline.

What is a Call for 
“Anyone” ? 


The distinction between a person-to-person call and a station-to-station 
call is indicated by their names. In the former, you ask the toll operator to 
call some designated Person and get him on the line ; in the latter, you simply 
ask the toll operator to connect you with his telephone. 

The latter form of toll call is simpler and quicker to handle; therefore, it 
costs only about three- fourths as much .as the person-to-person call. It can 
be employed to advantage if it is reasonably certain that the person wanted 
will be at the other end of the line,. or, in the event of his absence, if the 
business to he discussed with him can he transacted with anyone else there. 

Examples of station-to-station method of giving a toll call : 

“Bangor 3265-W — Anyone.” 

“23 Green Street, Manchester, N. H. — Anyone.” 

* R ‘sidence of Joseph Brown, Burlington, Vt. — Anyone.” 

“John Smith’s telephone, Pittsfield, Mass. — Anyone.” 

“Robincon Machine Co., Springfield, Mass. — Anyone.” 

Quicker service will be obtained if you call the telephone number desired. If you 
do not know the number, the toll operator will pet it for you.
